The Navy has asked for bids on 
the drilling of eight oil wells on 
its Teapot Dome reservation in 

: Wyoming. 

That will stir 
memories of the 
20’s—and revive 
a comment on the 
Pm, greatest political 
: scandals of mod- 
on history— 
those of the GOP 
Harding admin- 
istration. 

In April, 1922, 
an obscure citizen in Wyoming 
wrote one of his U.S. senators, 


John B. Kendrick. He had heard, 
said the citizen, that certain oil 
lands belonging to the govern- 
ment, known as Teapot Dome, 
because of a queer-shaped hill, 
were being leased by the secre- 
tary of the interior to a private 
corporation and that the benefi- 
ciary was a corporate alias for a 
promoter named Harry F.. Sin- 
clair, 

Warren G. Harding, who knew 
some of his appointees were there, 
had died not long before. There 
had been whispers of corruption, 
but they had died out with his 
death. 


And, in April, 1922, there was 
just this letter. 


The senator wrote Albert B. 
Fall, secretary of the interior, 
asking if it were true, and if so 
why he, and not the Navy, was 
making the leases. And also, why 
the secrecy? Fall did not answer.

Evasion 


Sen. Kendrick then introduced a 
Senate resolution calling on the 
secretary to answer. After some 
delay he did. He said he was 
leasing a reserve, Elk Hills in 
California, to a company of which 
Edward L. Doheny was head. As 
justification Fall said the oil was 
being drained away by wells dug 
along the reservation borders. 
Two days later he answered about 
Teapot Dome and said it already 
had been leased to Sinclair. 

To Robert M LaFollette plausi- 
bility was not enough. Sen. LaF ol- 
lette introduced a resolution of 
investigation. The chairman was 
Sen. Thomas Walsh of Montana, 
in whom ‘LaFollette had confi- 
dence. It was not misplaced. Like 
LaFollette “‘he had an emotion of 
affection for integrity.” 


Walsh spent 18 months in prepa- 
ration. 


Then he called Albert B. Fall, 
lately resigned as secretary of 
the interior, and a contemptible, 
arrogant man who, as secretary, 
had greatly harassed the ailing 
Woodrow Wilson. He denied under 
oath having réceived any personal 
benefits. 


Walsh plugged ahead. Doheny, 
one of those obtaining leases, 
blustered it was a patriotic act, 
in the interest of the United 
States. “I would say,’ he said, 
“‘we would be in bad luck if we 
did not make 100-million-dollar 
profit on the lease.”

Walsh had nothing. But then 
came an editor from New Mexico, 
Carl Magee, who knew that blood- 
ed cattle had begun to appear at 
the Fall ranch. The freight car 
had been noted. It was traced. 
It had come from Sinclair’s ranch 
in New Jersey. Then came Theo- 
dore Roosevelt Jr., pale and tense. 
He had resigned, he said, as as- 
sistant secretary of the Navy, 
because he had heard of ‘‘loans’’ 
to Fall. 


There was more information. 
Fall had paid 10 years of back 
taxes in 1922. He had bought an 
adjoining ranch for $91,000 and 
other land for $33,000. He had in- 
stalled a light plant for $40,000 
and had spent $135,000 on new 
fencing and construction. 


Fall, at home, said this was in- 
sulting and humiliating. He had 
obtained the cash, he said, from 
the Hon. Edward B. McLean of 
Washington. McLean, in Florida, 
said he loaned it. But Walsh 
proved the checks had never 
cleared the bank. Doheny then 
said he had made the loan. They 
got Fall back. That once arrogant 
man pled the Fifth Amendment. 
Sinclair refused to answer ‘“‘on 
advice of counsel.” 


Oil began to spatter every- 
where. There was testimony oil- 
men had “spent a million dollars 
to nominate Harding.” 

The play ran out. Sinclair 
served two jail sentences for con- 
tempt. Fall became the first cab- 
inet officer to serve a prison term. 
In 1928, after long delays, Sin- 
clair and Doheny were acquitted 
of a conspiracy charge. The oil 
lands were returned to the gov- 
ernment, Other scandals, unre- 
lated to oil, were revealed.

State Rep. Charles L. Gowen 
of Brunswick said Tuesday he has 
withdrawn as a candidate for lieu- 
tenant governor because “I do not 
believe I could be elected the way 
the cards lie today.” 


Gowen’s withdrawal, which had 
been rumored for weeks, left 
three announced and two possible 
candidates in the running for lieu- 
tenant governor in the Sept. 10 
primary. 

The announced candidates are 
former Rep. Garland T. Byrd of 
Reynolds and Reps. A. A. Fow- 
ler Jr. of Douglas County and 
W. Colbert Hawkins of Screven. 
Of the three, only Fowler has not 
qualified. 

The two other possible candi- 
dates on the scene at this time are 
State Sen. Peyton S. Hawes of 
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Gowen out, Byrd will be 
hard to stop, William M. 
Bates writes. Page 3. 
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Elberton and Rep. C. J. Broome 
of Alma. Qualifying deadline is 
June 21. 


Gowen, a veteran state legis- 
lator and 1954 candidate for gov- 
ernor, said he would offer for re- 
election to the House from Glynn 
County. 


“I have decided not to run for 
lieutenant governor,” he said in 
a statement issued here. 


“Support, which I thought I had 
last February when I announced 
my intention to seek that office, 
now seems certain to go to an- 
other candidate,’’ Gowen said. “I 
do not believe I could be elected 
the way the cards lie today. 


“Many of my friends at home 
have asked me to offer for the 
House in the event I did not make 
a statewide race, and I will 
qualify as a candidate for re- 
election as representative from 
Glynn County when I return to 
Brunswick later this week.” 


Gowen said he was not endors- 
ing any other candidate for lieu- 
tenant governor at this time. 
After the entries close, he said 
he would decide which candidate 
was best qualified and vote for 
him.

11 in Kansas, 


Injuring 49 


By the Associated Press 
Tornadoes and severe thunder- 
storms swarmed through the 
country’s midsection Tuesday. 


One twister smashed into El 
Dorado, a city of 12,000 population 
in southeast Kansas, killing at 
least 11 persons and injuring 49 
others. More than 150 homes’ were 
destroyed or damaged. 


Other tornadoes touched the 
ground at Pontiac, Kan., northeast 
of El Dorado and near Dubuque, 
Iowa. 

The names of the known dead 
in Tuesday’s tornado: Arthur 
Scharping; William Carter Welte: 
Mary Jenkins; John Jenkins: John 
Daniels Jr., 1; John Phillips, 14; 
Mrs. W. M. Cantrell, and Stanley 
Schimpff. 

City Manager Stanley Dial said 
the bodies were found in debris 


scattered along a 14-block path a’ 


quarter of a mile wide. Martial 
law was declared in El Dorado. 

The twister swept away four 
main power lines and some tele- 
phone circuits, forcing doctors in 
the city’s only hospital to work 
with flashlights. A National Guard 
unit at Wichita, 35 miles south- 
west of El Dorado, raced toward 
the city with mobile lights. Port- 
able generators from the Boeing 
Airplane Co. plant and McConnell 
Air Force Base at Wichita moved 
into El Dorado. 

Ambulances from surrounding 
towns took some of the injured to 
St. Joseph Hospital in Wichita. 
El Dorado’s hospital was over- 
flowing. 

As residents jammed the streets 
of the darkened city they were 
warned by the city administration 
to refrain from drinking water 
from municipal lines for at least 
six hours. Some of the mains 
were broken. 

The U.S. Weather Bureau issued 
a special warning of severe thun- 
derstorms and possible tornadoes 
60 miles on either side of a line 
from Dodge City, Kan., to Butler, 
Mo. The area includes metropoli- 
tan Kansas City. 

Oddly, very little rain and hail 
preceded the tornado here, a po- 
liceman said. 


The Washington Post and Times- 
Herald ina story last Sunday said 
that police-in Dawson, Ga., had 
killed two Negroes and. shot a 
third and that Negroes there are 
living in “terror.”

WASHINGTON (#—British Prime Minister Macmillan and Secretary of State 
Dulles conferred for 21% hours Tuesday, chiefly about new ways to help needy na- 


tions. 
“We had very good talks,”’ Mac- 


millan told reporters at the State 
Department. 

“We covered a wide range of 
topics, mainly economics,” he 
added. 

WHITE HOUSE 


Macmillan left the State Depart- 
ment for the British Embassy to 
prepare for a White House ‘‘work- 
ing dinner,”’ where the chief topic 
was reported to be the question of 
suspension of nuclear tests. 

The chief clue to the dinnertime 
topic was the lineup of guests. 
The White House has been main- 
taining a tight blanket of secrecy 
about subjects under discussion. 
But both Lewis L. Strauss and Sir 
Edwin Plowden, atomic chiefs in 
the two countries, were on the din- 
ner guest list. 

Earlier, Macmillan shared an 
outdoor platform with President 
Eisenhower at Johns Hopkins 
University to deliver the com- 
mencement address before a 
sweltering crowd of some 7,000 
persons. 

Dulles told his news conference, 
prior to meeting Macmillan, that 
economic matters were wupper- 
most on the schedule.

He 
is a campaigner of recognized 
ability and resourcefulness: ana 
Gowen could have counted on con- 
siderable local political backing 
to weld together an organization. 


His withdrawal leaves a decid- 
ed vacuum in the race. And Byrd 
is expected to profit from it. 


This is not to discount or write 
off the other announced and po- 
tential candidates in the lieutenant 
governor's race. But most po- 
litical observers agree at this 
point that Byrd is ahead of the 
field. 


Gowen’s decision to get out of 
the race was not surprising. But 
the frankness of his withdrawal 
statement was. 


Instead of giving the usual “per- 
sonal reasons” for not running, 
Gowen said flatiy he had decided 
that he could not win. He said 
some of the support that he had 
expected to receive for lieutenant 
governor had gone to another can- 
didate.

A Major Problem 


rs The federal government and the State 
Sighway Dept. apparently have reached 
sensible solution to the problem posed 

a State Supreme Court decision re- 
garding rights-of-way acquisitions. It 
may not prove to be a permanent solution 
but at least it is one under which the 
state can continue its federal-aid high- 
ways until a better one is found. 

The court decision required that the 
state post payment for property taken by 
condemnation when the price is de- 
termined by the board of assessors. The 
state formerly had withheld payment if it 
appealed the assessors’ award until the 
price had been determined in the courts. 

Since the federal government required 
proof that payment had been made to the 
property holder under the appraised 
value established by the state before re- 
imbursing the latter, the highway de- 
partment found its hands tied and with- 
out enough money in sight to proceed 
with acquisitions. 

Under the agreement yesterday, the 
Federal Bureau of Roads agreed to ad- 
vance its part of funds for rights-of-way 
pending settlement of final prices. If the 
final price set by the courts is higher than 
that agreed upon by assessors, the state 
will pay the difference. 

The agreement apparently is one 
under which the state can operate. It also 
sets a precedent for states which have 
similar problems. 

But even with the agreement, the 
basic problem of acquisition of rights-of- 
way is human greed. Admitting there are 
just grounds for property holders to de- 
mand full value for their property, that 
is no excuse for excessive gouging. In 
this huge road-building program under 
which billions have been set aside, the 
temptation to demand excessive prices 
arid the temptation of juries to side with 
the property owner are natural. 

But unless common sense is used, the 
interstate and other federal-aid programs 
will never be completed. Already the an- 
ticipated cost far exceeds the original 
funds set up for the 13-year program. 

Gouging on rights-of-way as well as ex- 
cessive demands by contractors threatens 
to make the highway. construction pro- 
gram @ gigantic national boondoggle. The 
laudable purpose of building roads to suit 
today’s traffic and to contribute to the 
national economy is being stymied. 

At any rate, it is good that the state 
can continue its program without the 
necessity of a special legislative session 
which would have meant months of de- 
lay.

Late reports Tuesday were that the 
army-backed Super-Committee of Pub- 
lic Safety in Algeria had openly defied 
Gen. De Gaulle.

Leaders of the Public Safety Commit- 
tee now say they will organize all over 
France itself. 

Gen. De Gaulle had called for elec- 
tions in Algeria within a month. The 
rebellious rightists have demanded he 
call off such elections. 

The army seems bent on taking over 
the government. 

It can. But it will also take over 
chaos. The French people will not accept 
military dictatorship. De Gaulle remains 
the last best hope of restoring France. 
If the army and the rightist fools in Al- 
geria try otherwise, they will destroy 
themselves and France.

Soviets Try Blackmail 


In East German Case 


American Air Force pilots, downed in 
East Germany in a helicopter which was 
storm-tossed and out of gas, pose a prob- 
lem in Communist blackmail for the 
United States. 

The Western powers have never rec- 
ognized East Germany, which claims to 
be a sovereign Communist nation, on the 
grounds that it is occupied by the So- 
viet. It is. But technically the Russians 
can claim it is not. They withdrew all 
Soviet military personnel from the zone. 
But certainly Russian secret police are 
there and technical advisers remain. 
Also the East German government is 
openly subservient to Moscow. 

A huge body of armed men, called po- 
lice, patrol all East Germany. They wear 
Soviet uniforms. For some years now the 
Russians have been seeking to have East 
Germany diplomatically “recognized”: as 
a@ sovereign country ... such as Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Romania, et al. The 
United States and other Western nations 
have refused. 

Now comes the East Germans with 
@hreats to try the Air Force crew as 
“spies.” This while ridiculous is quite 
fin keeping with the methods of black- 
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mailers everywhere. Certainly no spies 
would be abroad in a slow-moving egg- 
beater. The Russians know this. 


So it looks as if the men will have to 
suffer imprisonment for awhile until the 
diplomatic tug of war and blackmail 
threats are resolved. They will not be 
mistreated. Their plight is one of the costs 
of cold war. This does not make them or 
their families more comfortable but it 
remains one of the inescapable costs. In 
time they will be released. We will find a 
way to deal without recognition. 


Dulles Tiptoes Quietly 
Through Red Poppies 


John Foster Dulles yesterday tiptoed 
delicately through the red poppies as he 
discussed the stumbling block to any 
discussion with Russia looking toward 
control of nuclear weapons. 

That’s Red China. 

Secretary Dulles dropped as gently as 
he could the word that Red China will 
of necessity have to be included in any 
agreement for banning such tests. 

President Eisenhower has suggested 
that East-West talks on this subject begin 
July 1 in Geneva. 

But as Dulles properly said, unless Red 
China is included the Soviets would be 
able to move their nuclear tests to that 
area or to Outer Mongolia and carry them 
on without inspection. 

The secretary tiptoed, as aforesaid. 
very delicately, What he did not say was 
that to make such an agreement with 
Red China, to permit listening stations, 
would be to recognize the fact there is 
& government of Red China. This we have 
yet to do. We have persisted in the fiction 
that Chiang’s China on Formosa is the 
only one.

It is a well-known and galling fact 
to teachers that there are many, many 
instances of teachers being dismissed, or 
at least not rehired, because they were 
hard on the students and made them do 
lots of homework. 

Mama may have a lazy, spoiled brat 
who won't study. But this brat will have 
mama storming at the teacher if the 
grades are not “A” or ‘B-plus.” Mama 
doesn’t want any;+homework for the 
child. Mama doesn’t help with study by 
creating the proper climate for it at home. 
That, says mama, is the teacher’s job. 
But most of all the teacher’s jeb is to 
give mama’s brat high grades so mama 
won't feel inferior in the community or 
at the PTA meetings.

Now the question arises, why 
are we losing two potentially 
great teachers in professions that 
are so vital to our national se- 
curity today? Is it because of 
poor pay, inadequate facilities, or 
is it because they are being lured 
by more glamorous job offers in 
industry? The answer lies in none 
of these, but it can be summed 
up in two words, “‘ambitious par- 
ents.”’ 

In recent weeks both teachers 
have been called on the carpet 
for what the parents called ‘‘work 
too advanced for their children.” 
It seems that in the case of the 
math teacher he had carried one 
group of his more superior stu- 
dents into a course of college 
trigonometry. There were no com- 
plaints by the students who were 
glad to get away from boring ma- 
terial into some that was more 
advanced and offered a challenge. 
However, some cof the parents be- 
came quite alarmed when “‘little 
Johnny’s” grades dropped from 
the “A” level down to a “B.” 
Quite a scene was made by two 
or three of the parents and now 
the teacher has been ordered to 
give only the standard high school 
material and keep all the students 
on the same level regardless of 
capabilities. | 

The second case which concerns 
the science teacher is similar to 
the one mentioned above. He had 
a class of exceptionally bright 
students and decided to give them 
more advanced course matter.

They also should be 
made to see that the reason that 
so many of their children are do- 
ing poorly or flunking out of uni- 
versities and colleges all over the 
nation today is because they did 
not receive this minimum knowl- 
edge while in high school, but 
rather parental pressure on the 
teachers accounted in large meas- 
ure for the grades received. 

We the people in education sin- 
cerely appreciate all that The 
Constitution has done to further 
the standards of education in our 
state and we are confident that 
you will do all in your power to 
continue the cause for which we 
all are striving.

President Deserts 
His Own Party 


WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower fs fast 
losing control—or is handing over control—of 3 
his own foreign policy and the orthodox Re- 
publican wing is moving in. It means the beginning of the end of 


a bipartisan approach in world affairs that has endured for five and 
- elf years in the Eisenhower regime. Actually, this — 
a 


ship had been operative most of the time in 


since Pear] Harbor. 

The President's progressive re- 
tirement from top command has 
been visible, on any close analy- 
sis, for a year or more. But the 
most open — and the most 
dangerous — instance of this re- 
treat came last week. 

This was when he permitted 
the Senate — indeed, he all but 
compelled the Senate — to deny 
him power that his own State 
Department and all of his closest 
foreign-policy backers had sought 
for him in his name. 

The State Department had en- 
couraged the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee to authorize 
the President to give economic 
assistance to certain Communist 
satellite countries. He could have 
done this only where he thought 
it might help to split the mono- 
lith of the Soviet bloc. 

The committee by bipartisan 
majority has voted to put this 
authorization into the current for- 
eign aid bill. The motion was 
from Sen. John F. Kennedy, a 
Massachusetts Democrat. 

Suddenly after a White House 
visit the orthodox Republican 
leader Sen. William F. Knowland, 
of California, reversed the whole 
situation. Knowland, an implac- 
able opponent of any such au- 
thority, announced that the Presi- 
dent, too, did not want any such 
authority — at least not in the 
aid bill. President Eisenhower, it 
was added, now would like that 
kind of power — but only later in 
a separate bill. Everybody aware 
of the situation in the Senate 
knew it was now or never. 

This. strongly suggestive evi- 
dence that the Republican Old 
Guard had overcome not only the 
President but his own State De- 
partment had these immediate 
effects:

Some of them — a critical num- 
ber in both parties — will be far 
léss ready hereafter to respond 
to calls for action from a com- 
mander-in-chief who, as they see 
it, signaled the charge and then 
turned the other way. 

The orthodox Republicans here- 
after will hold a practical veto 
power over foreign policy. And 
even some of the bipartisans are 
ir a way not too sorry. For the 
orthodox Republicans, however 
much in error they may be, have 
always a clear and predictable 
coherence of purpose. 

They do not abandon positions 
once taken; once committed, they 
fight on to the end.

We go out into the 
yard, not so much to putter with 
the flowers, but because we hope 
to exchange friendly words with 
the neighbors or to greet passers- 
by. 

Life is worth living because of 


people. We work to help people. 
The only real grief we feel is for 
people. The only thing which will 
bring a genuine response from us 
is people. Our only concerns are 
for people. Without people we 
are nothing and life is pointless 
and purposeless. 


Therefore, to make life worth 
living we must identify ourselves 
more and more with people, their 
joys, heartaches, needs and as- 
pirations. This gives us a sense 
of belonging and when we are 
linked up with the human race 
we have a sense of the worth 
of life. 


Jesus had a great compassion 
for people. I think this was be- 
cause He respected them, had 
faith in them and always thought 
of them as being children of God. 
He loved people, not because 
they were always lovable or de- 
serving of love, but because they 
responded to positive love in a 
way they would not respond to 
anything else. He valued people 
as having in their lives the im- 
print of the Eternal. 

For Jesus no day ever dragged 
by and no hour was without its 
shining possibilities.

In Algeria 
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Unless De Gaulle can control the 
dissidents, whose action was a 
major factor in his return to pow- 
er, his chances of re-establishing 
order, settling the Algerian ques- 
tion and reforming the govern- 
ment are considered slim. 

The part played by Salan in the 
latest affair was seen as being at 
least as equivocal as was his role 
during the tumultuous three weeks 
that preceded investiture of De 
Gaulle. During those weeks Salan 
balanced precariously between al- 
legiance to the constitutional gov- 
ernment in Paris and adherence 
to the dissident movement in Al- 
geria. 


REPORTS CONTRADICTORY 


Reports of whether Salan had 
approved the committee’s motion 
or had simply passed it on to 
Paris as a part of his duties to 
inform the government of develop- 
ments in Algeria were contradic- 
tory. 

Sources in Paris said the decla- 
ration originally was drawn up 
Monday by the Algiers Committee 
of Public Safety headed by Brig. 
Gen. Jacques Massu, one of the 
leading military figures of the in- 
surrection. Massu _ reportedly 
showed the motion Monday night 
to Salan, who was said to have 
approved it. 

Tuesday morning, according to 
informants here, Massu presented 
the declaration to the 72-man All- 
Algeria committee, of which he is 
a co-presidént, and explained it 
had been endorsed by General 
Salan. The committee then unani- 
mously adopted the motion and 
passed it to Salan, who in turn 
sent it on to Paris. 


SALAN’S MOVE | 
' Observers here commented that. 


even if Salan had not formally 
approved the motion, the fact that 
he had read it, had realized its 
implications and had permitted it 
to be sent to De Gaulle constituted 
tacit, if not official, approval of 
the declaration’s contents. 

One of the puzzles of the affair 
was an interview with Salan which 
appeared Tuesday in the news- 
paper La Voix du Nord, in Lille 
in northern France. 

The general was asked by the 
paper's Algiers correspondent 
what he thought of De Gaulle’s 
projected municipal elections in 
Algeria. His answer was at va- 
riance with the opinion expressed 
in the committee’s motion. 

“This decision of Gen. De Gaulle 
shows his intention of moving 
quickly.” Salan replied. “Prac- 
tically the thing is workable in the 
cities and in the great majority 
of the villages.”’ 

Ironically, considering Tuesday’s 
events, Salan observed later on in 
the same interview that ‘“‘the com- 
mnittees of public safety have un- 
dertaken the solemn engagement 
to act only within the limits of 
the directives outlined by Gen. 
de Gaulle.” 

Despite the newly troubled re- 
lations between Paris and ex- 
tremist elements in Algeria, 
Premier de Gaulle spent most of 
the day dealing with the equally 
grave economic and financial 
problems facing the country. He 
conferred with specialists in the 
field and with labor and employer 
organizations.

Styles Are Keyed 


To Business Curves 


By MARY PRIME 
_ NEW YORK (UP!)—If cinched waistlines mean a 
pinched economy, business should be good next fall. 


So says a foundation garment 
manufacturer, the H. W. Gos- 
sard Co., which has just com- 
pleted research on the relation- 
ship of skirt lengths and waist- 
lines and the nation’s economy. 

The study showed that when 
business is bad and the national 
income is down, skirts drop and 
waistlines become tighter, said 
the company. When business is 
good, and our income is up, 
skirts are short and waistlines 
not only are loose, but often 
are non-existent. 

Fall fashion previews along 
New York’s Seventh avenue 
(the nation’s garment center) 
tell us that we’re in for a sea- 
son of high or no waistlines 
and short skirts. So general 
business will be good next fall, 
predicted the firm. 

To prove its theory, the com- 
pany analyzed the country’s 
business curve from 1900 to 
1958, which contains a panic, a 
great depression and a handful 
of pre-war and post-war depres- 
sions. 

SHORT SKIRTS 

“In every. significant case, 
research shows that _ skirt 
lengths and waistlines were 
sound economic indicators,” re- 
searchers said. 

Here is the study’s timetable 
of events: 

1990—Business was good, and 
toe-tips peeked out from under 
skirts. 

1907 — The nation faced a 
serious setback to the econo- 
my—the “‘panic of 1907-08,” set 


Skirts dipped to the ankle, and 
the national income dropped 
18 billion. 

1923—Business recovered and 
hemlines went back up. The 
national income met its peak, 
and rising skirts met falling 
waistlines. 

1926 — The waistline was a 
matter of imaginative interpre- 
tation and skirts barely covered 
the knee. 


BUSINESS, HEMS UP 


1928 — The descending back 
panel was popular, and skirts 
began to creep down. By the 
early 1930s, hemlines had fallen 
to the ankles. 

1933 — Skirts were long and 
firmly belted in the deepest 
year of the depression. The 
national income slipped to a 
low of $40 billion. 

1938 — The slowly recovering 
economy had a brief setback, 
and a new high-waisted corset 
was introduced to give more 
control to the waist. 

1940 — A prosperous period. 
Skirts went up to 15 inches. 

1947 — The economy became 
wobbly, and skirts responded 
to Christian Dior’s ‘‘New Look.” 

1953 — The tiny waist domi- 
nated fashion, and a short busi- 
ness recession, first felt late in 
this year, began to disappear 
in the fall of 1954.

People who have heard about Mrs. Willie Rice 
Hurst of Marshallville refer to her as a “judge of 
camellias, daffodils, hemerocallis and an expert flower 


show schools.” 

But the people who know her 
call her “an honest-to-goodness 
dirt gardener.” 

Once when this little woman 
was being introduced as a 
speaker on “Daffodils in my 
Grandmother’s Garden” Judge 
Cary Quinn of Washington, D.C.., 
was in the audience, said: 
“Thank God for a flower show 
judge who is a dirt gardener!” 

Aside from her specialized 
knowledge of flowers and their 
show performances, Mrs. Hurst 
knows flowers literally from the 
ground up. She is a fourth gen- 
eration Georgia native reared 
in a horticultural environment. 

At her home in Marshallville 
Mrs. Hurst (or Miss Willie as 
she is affectionately known) 
says she really lives in her 
grandmother’s garden. 

“My grandmother’s genera- 
tion had a clear distinction b-- 
tween daffodil and narcissus,” 
said Mrs. Hurst. “Daffodils 
were flowers with one bloom to 
the stalk whether long or short 
trumpet, single or double for- 
mation. Narcissus meant clus- 
ter blooms, white or yellow, 
single or double. Jonquils were 
still another group and they 
had rounded foliage.” 


CHERISHED VARIETIES 

Mrs. Hurst went on to de- 
scribe how her grandmother's 
garden was filled with many 
cherished and old-time varie- 
ties “I do hope that gardeners 
won't let their enthusiasm for 
the new varieties make them 
abandon the old ones. I, for 
one, have retained all the old 
ones just like my grandmother 
had.” 

She pointed out that the first 
narcissus of the season was the 
paper white and “‘we had it in 
bloom Thanksgiving until Christ- 
mas.”’ 

“These were followed in 
bloom by the Chinese sacred 
lily. Every small village dur- 
ing my grandfather’s day had 
its Chinese laundryman. Ours 
sent as gifts to his customers 
bowls of bulbs growing in wa- 
ter and pebbles. They were 
later transferred to the garden. 
To this day, they still pop up 
with their beauty and fra- 
grance,” said Mrs. Hurst. 


“AUNT CALLIE” 


é‘Another flower shared in the 
community and which we still 
have in the garden is a very 
dainty bicolor daffodil which we 
called ‘Aunt Callie’ for the 
woman who gave it to us. It 
has since been identified as the 
Barri Conspicuous. 

“One of our February blooms 
was a superb cluster of white 
with vigorous gray-green fo- 
liage. This bulb was brought 
into the community as a gift to 
a neighbor who refused to give, 
trade or sell it to friends who 
coveted it. Years passed and 
her garden was crowded with 
the increase in the blooms, but 
still she would not give any 
away.” 

Then the church burned down 
and the women in the mission- 
ary society went begging a con- 
tribution for the building fund. 
She refused because, as she told

them, she was a poor widow, 
and had no money to give. Then 


the women reminded her that 
she had a yard full of narcissi 
and that she could seli them and 
give the money to the church. 


“They had her cornered 
then,” said Mrs. Hurst. “That 
is why the flowers were spread 
all over our village, because 
everybody bought some. An old 
government bulletin described 
them as the Pearl. The pres- 
ent daffodil authority lists them 
as White Pearl.” 


Mrs. Hurst is well informed 
on the many old varieties which 
made her grandmother's gar- 
den a colorful spot on the prop- 
erty. The old-fashioned types 
are still as good and as pretty 
as many of the new ones. With 
gardens in full bloom now with 
colorful annuals, this summer 
should provide a good study pe- 
riod to plan a bulb garden for 
next year. 


And like Mrs. Hurst, be a dirt 
gardener and know the life and 
habits of your garden friends.

The $13,000,000-plus Air Force 
laboratory being built and operat- 
ed here by Lockheed is charged 
with discovering the effects of 
radiation on all the materials, 
components and operating systems 
that will go into such a plane. 

That is its initial mission—re- 
search. 

But Lockheed’s Georgia Nuclear 
Laboratories is also laying the 
groundwork for designing and 
building an A-plane—a project it 
can complete within three years 
(perhaps a conservative estimate) 
of the time the Air Force says 
“full speed ahead.”’ That signal, 
however, has yet to come. 

Meanwhile, since the nuclear 
plane program is not utilizing the 
facility’s capacity, Lockheed has 
its ‘‘nuclear brains” working part 
of their time on commercial proj- 
ects—designing a process heat re- 
actor, a research and training re- 
actor for university use (it hopes 
to bid on the one for Georgia 
Tech), isotope facilities and oth- 
ers.

Prof. Werner Levi of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota asked why 
Americans should be chained to 
an economic system “which pro- 
duces standardization and uni- 
formity.” 

Second in popularity among the 
winners was the inflation theme. 
Oscar Jesness, professor emeri- 
tus of the University of Minne- 
sota, wrote: “We associate well- 
being with the accelerator rather 
than the brake, forgetting that 
both are essential for safe driv- 
ing.” 

Next most frequently mentioned 
topic was the threat of depres- 
sion. 

Thirty of the 50 contest win- 
ners are college faculty members. 
Thirteen are businessmen.

Dollars and Sense 


Stock Market’s * 
Thinness Cited — 


NEW YORK—In judging this stock market, one thing overs 
looked is its thinness. : 
takes to either put up or knock down the price for any 
stock. The same for the market as a whole. 

Louis Stone, who does a monthly investment 
letter for Hayden, Stone & Co., has come up 
with some interesting statistics in support of 
this and also as at least a partial explanation 
of the current market recovery. 

On the statistical side, he netes that “most 
of the market never comes to the market, 
meaning that only a small percentage of the 
publicly held corporate equities are actually 
traded during the course of the year. The largest 
part remain locked up in investment hands for 
years on end.”

He takes seven leading stocks listed on the ‘tle Gould 
stock exchange. Of General Electric’s 87,385,418 shares outstand- 
ing only 2,912,000 shares or 3.3 per cent were traded last year. 
Of General Motors’ 278,811,526 shares 6,935,000 or 2.4 per cent 
were traded. Of Phillips Petroleum’s 34,350,559 shares, 2,937,000 
or 8.6 per cent were dealt in. 


Of Sears Roebuck’s 75,061,754 shares, 2,903,000 or 3.9 per cent 
were traded. Of Socony Mobil’s 48,310,195 shares 2,749,000 or 5.7 
per cent were traded. Of Standard Oil of New Jersey's 196,939,278 
shares 6,137,000 or 3.1 per cent traded. Of U. S. Steel’s 53,753,622 
shares, 4,927,000 or 9.1 per cent traded. 

His estimate is that, after giving account to the repeat busi- 
ness by professionals and the less active investments stocks, the 
total amount of investment holdings that comes into the market 
in any one year is probably less than 5 per cent of the total 
outstanding. 

Then he cites the fact that institutions such as open and 
closed end trusts, non-insured pension funds, non-life insurance 
companies, foundations and no-profit institutions, hold about $30 
billions in equities, or 15.3 per cent of the total market value of 
all stock exchange listed shares. 


Stone figures that trust funds and other administered funds 
of the banks amount to another $30 billion. Both of these groups 
of investment, he contends, are ‘“‘more or less locked up.” 


To further bolster his contentions, he cites three large invest- 
ment trusts, which in last year’s declining market on the average 
sold only 11.2 per cent of their common stocks. 


His conclusion is that a “relatively small amount of specula- 
tive buying or selling may put the market up or down; say 10 
per cent, from its present level (it has just had a 10 per cent 
recovery) but no real resumption of a major trend either up of 
down will develop until institutional holders are shaken out of 
their present ‘wait and see’ attitude.” 


For that reason he has his fingers crossed as to next year’s 
market. 

His recommendation is that: 

“Investment buyers should concentrate their funds In those 
issues which are not dependent on a strong recovery in heavy 
industry and not dependent on an indiscriminate bull market. 
Maybe we'll get both but don’t bet on it.”

Most Patients 
Are Actually Ill 


Many persons believe that 90 
per cent of all patients who see 
a physician have nothing wrong 
with them. This gross misstate- 
ment has been repeated so often, 
it is accepted as gospel truth. 

Dr. Howard R. Seidenstein, a 
general practitioner of New Ro- 
chelle, N.Y., estimates that only 
4 per cent of his patients were 
neurotic. This is closer to the 
truth and in keeping with the ex- 
periences of other physicians, in- 
cluding myself. On the other 
hand, this small group takes up 
at least one fifth of a physician’s 
time. They tax his ingenuity be- 
cause of the many hours spent 
in fruitless searching for physi- 
cal causes of their complaints. 
Dr. Seidensteis kept an accu- 
rate record of all the patients he 
saw in 1954. This included the 
number, diagnoses and visits 
made. New Rochelle is a sub- 
urban city of 65,000 and has peo- 
ple from all walks of life, but the 
majority are in the above-aver- 
age income group. 

The city has one hospital and 
150 physicians, of whom half are 
specialists. Dr. Seidenstein is re- 
garded as a family physician who

cares for old and young and does 
everything except major surgery 
and the care of infants under 1 
year of age. His practice contains 
a fair representation of the types 
of illness that occur in these 
United States. 

Of the total visits, 65 per cent 
were for medical problems such 
as respiratory diseases, heart 
trouble, allergy, arthritis, old 
age, strokes, neuroses and gas- 
trointestinal disorders. He saw 
28 patients with coronary throm- 
bosis and 20 with strokes, in con- 
trast to 900 with colds and other 
respiratory diseases. Pelvic disor- 
ders were high on the list of 
women’s surgical conditions. 

There were 53 consultations rel- 
ative to pregnancy, approximate- 
ly one a week. These women 
made a total of 434 visits, aver- 
aging nine calls per pregnancy. 
This is mentioned because many 
persons do iot* realize that the 
physician spends considerable of- 
fice time with obstetrical patients 
in addition to the work in the 
delivery room.. There were 281 
injuries. other than fractures. 
Leg, arm and finger infections 
were common. The list also in- 
cluded a variety of minor surgi- 


cal conditions such as squirrel 


bite, wens, warts and bladder in- 
fections.

The bidding was rather pe- 
culiar. South opened with two 
spades and North raised to three. 
South instantly decided that his 
partner had the king of spades 
and some other trick-taking pos- 
sibilities and decided to contract 
for a slam forthwith. 

West opened the jack of spades, 
which declarer won with the 
queen. Declarer’s five chances 
are as follows: 


1. If the ace of clubs is with 
West, the contract is assured 
because the king of clubs will 
provide a discard for the losing 
diamond. That play should be 
tried first. ‘ 


2. If that fails, there is a chance 
that the trumps will break two- 
two, then the ace, king and queen 
of hearts can be cashed and the 
king of spades will be an entry 
to cash the long heart, upon which 
to discard the losing diamond. 
The second trump should be led 
at this point. 

3. If the ace of clubs is wrong 
and the trumps fail to break. 
there is the hope that the queen 
of diamonds will drop on the 
second round. That play should 
be tried now. 

4. If that fails, there is a hope 
that the hearts will break three- 
three, so that the ace, king and 
queen can be cashed before the 
last trump is drawn. 

5. If the hearts fail to break, 
there is the chance that the 
player with the four hearts still 
has the remaining trump, in 
which case the king of spades 
will be. an entry after the iast 
trump is extracted to cash the 
jack of hearts. 

Notice that in order to avail 
yourself of all five chances, your 
plays must be made in exactly 
the sequence indicated above. It 
is improper to lead the second 
trump immediately, because if the 
ace of clubs is with East, he 
might be the one with the third 
trump and would return it im- 
mediately.
